SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Big Ones International Vol.6 No.5 consists mostly of sexually explicit 
text and photographic essays of naked women. The magazine degrades women by 
presenting them in naked poses with a particular focus on their large breasts solely for 
the benefit of the reader. The women also demean themselves by at times posing in 
awkward and uncomfortable positions for the purpose of maximising the impact of 
their breasts in the photos and titillating the reader. These factors are mitigated to a 
large degree by the predominance of full body shots throughout the publication, thus 
little weighting is given to them. Due to the presentation of female nudity and the 
explicit sexual nature of the text the magazine is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
